Mr. Editor, may I ask your readers 
to reflect on where this present war, 
into which so many of our Wall street 
and society magnates seem so anxious 
to plunge, may lead us, in view of the 
sad surprises which have come to Eng- 
land and Russia, not to speak of Rou- 
mania, Serbia, 
The Russian czar did not expect that 
this war would end in his deposition 
from the throne, in the destruction of 
his dynasty, and the complete revolu- 
tion of his country. 

England, when she saw such a splen- 
did chance to strike Germany that she 
was unable to resist it, did not believe 
that more would be required of her than 
to keep the seas free from German 
ships, or that the land fighting would 
be done by other than French and Rus- 
sian soldiers. But see her sad surprise! 
Two million of her best and bravest 
soldiers have already perished in land 
fighting, and she fully expects to. lose 
as many more before the end of the 
Besides this she has been forced 
to pay the cost of the war for all of 
her allies, excepting France. 
has mounted above $30,000,000.000, we 
are informed, and now with the Ger- 
mans, according to Admiral Fiske, still 
having the best of the war, England is 
menaced by famine from the activities 
of the German submarines.

Up 


to January 1 they were over 21,000,000 in killed, wounded and missing. Good 


opinion is that losses among noncombatants due to violence, disease, in- 
creased infant mortality, hunger, and other incidentals of war are equal to 


those among the soldiers. This would bring the total up to more than forty- 


two million. In addition to this, the Commission for Relief in Belgium reports 
three and a half million people in Belgium and two million in France wholly 


or partially destitute. It reports 50 per cent of the working population of 


Belgium unemployed, a million and a half under-nourished children in Belgium,
